The project, outlined in a slide 
presentation by MacDonald, is 
scheduled to open it's new sewage 
treatment plant on Deer Island by 
August of next year. The entire 
operation is slated for completion 
sometime in 1999, MacDonald said. 

Meanwhile, Wilmington residents 
are paying well over the $545 per 
year average - with some p: 
close to twice that amount y 
for MWRA service.

Robert Cain hit MacDonald with the 
idea Wilmington may Icave the 
MWRA, stating "I want you to

MacDonald, appearing flustered 
for the first time during the nearly 
two hour proceedings, responded 
by saying "I don't want Wilmington 
to leave...and it's not just because of 
the moncy." 

Wilmington residents and 
businesses currently provide the 
MWRA with $1.3 million annually. 

Following the discussion with 
MacDonald, the board of sclectmen, 
meeting publicly with the board of 
water and sewer commissioners, 
entertained MWRA alternatives, 
including the construction of a 
town-financed sewage treatment 
plant. 
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Teenager makes life-saving decision 


A son survives 
every parent's nightmare

Wilmington youngster Michael 
Donato survived a harrowing 
experience because of the presence 
of mind displayed by his father, 
Joseph, the heroics of a local 
teenager and a $20 configuration of 
plastic and foam 

The scene early last Friday night 
came fresh out of any suburban 
parent's nightmare 
Mic! left his driveway on his 
bicycle, turned onto the sidewalk, 
and then, without looking first, 
mancuvered on to the quict, 
dead-end of Patch's Pond Lane, 
where he lives. Michael, according 
to his parents, was then struck by 
the car, thrown from his bicycle and 
ped under the mid-sized sedan 
Thirty seconds after he left the 
house," Michael's father Joseph 
recalled of the horrifying sound of 
screeching brakes, "I knew it was 
him." 

The elder Donato rushed into the 
street where his son lay pinned and 
crying for help under the front-end 
of the car. In desperation, the 
father lifted the car by its front 
bumper “off it's springs," twice 
On the second occasion, 16-year-old 

ennifer Fantigrossi, who had 
witnessed the accident from 
Chestnut Street, pulled Michael out 
from under the still-running car 

"She came out of nowh 
Donato said of the Shawshcen Tech 
junior. Michael's mother, Kathi 
Donato, added that Jennifer, who 
has taken two first-aid cl: S, 
"made a quick decision" in 
approaching the scene and 
extricating Michael from beneath 
the vehicle. 

"From the end of [Patch's Pond 
Lane, at the corner of Chestnut 
Street,] his head looked like it got 
run over with the tire,” Fantigrossi 


ly recalled. 


Fantigrossi, whom the Donatos 
credit, along with the helmet, for 
saving their son's life, then held and 
comforted Michael, while the elder 
Donato checked for serious injurics. 
A scant minute and one half later, 
Emergency Medical Technicians 
(EMTs) Linda Giles and Gary 
Robichaud of the Wilmington Fire 
Department were on the scene. 

Michael was taken to Winchester 
Hospital and released approximately 
four hours later with a few missing 
teeth, various cuts, bruises, 
abrasions and a valuable lesson: 
"Always wear a helmet and always 
look before going out into a street,” 
he said afterwards. 

The helmet itself, comprised of an 
inside of foam protected by a plastic 
shell, was cracked and split into 
many pieces - a frightening image 
when one considers the aftermath of

Rule that saved a life 


The Donato rule: 
No helmet, no ride

The Donato family of Wilmington 
have a rule for their household that 
10-year-old daughter Nicole is 
happy to relay: "If you don't wear 
your helmet you won't be allowed 
to ride your bike,” she says 

The insistence on wearing a 
helmet effectively saved the life of 
the Donato's seven-year-old son 
Michael. The reality of the accident 
and the potential harm that could 
have resulted to Michael has hit 
home among many children in the 
area around the Donato's Patch’s 
Pond home. Several of Michael's 
friends now wear helmets when 
bicycle riding 

The accident also served to diffuse 
perceptions regarding helmets 
among slightly older kids. 

Nicole, a fifth grader at the 
Shawsheen School, said of wearing 
a helmet, "A lot of my friends 
teased me, but I showed them the 


{damaged] helmet and a lot of them 
are getting them," 

The realization that the mangled 
plastic shell and broken foam core 
could have been her brother's head 
had a profound effect on the 
Wilmington family- an effect the 
Donato's want to impress upon 
everyone 

Each year in the United States, 
15,000 youngsters die as a result of 
accidents, with an additional 50,000 
permanently disabled The 
majority of these accidents are 
bicycle-relatcd, and a large 
proportion of those injuries or 
deaths could be prevented through 
the use of a protective helmet 

While children’s bicycle helmets 
around $20, assistance is 
available, from among others 
pediatricians, in selecting and 
purchasing the. potentially 
life-saving devices.

handler inspections, immunization clinics, and a host of additional 
duties that serve to protect the public health, He now has some help, 
and the extra pair of hands will not go to waste. 

But the voters also lost one on Monday. The safety and health of 
the public is poorly served by gutting the fire department, and on 
Monday night the voters approved the finance committee's budget 
recommendation, which was far below the requested amount. 

The Tewksbury Fire Department lost 18 staffers over the past 
few years, mainly through early retirements. Due to that lack of 
staffing, the town's newest piece of fire equipment, Ladder One, 
sits idle most of the time. The North Street station is closed, and 
the South station is open but hanging on a financial thread. 

The town did approve $40,000,for the first year of a S-ycar lease 
to own agreement on new fire truck, but additional staffing might 
become a growing problem as time goes by. : 

Fire Chief Tom Ryan said his department spent a lot on terminal 
leave for the employees he's lost, and that savings might allow him 
to hire two firefighters in early 1994, He asked for the funding to 
replace all 18 staffers, but that hope died early. Once again, Fire 
Chief Ryan will have to preside over a tight budget, in a town that 
continues to grow. Adding a half-dozen firefighters might allow 
the North Street fire station to reopen, and that would make a lot of 
people in North Tewksbury more comfortable, but it won't happen 
this fiscal year. 

As for the one where the voters shouldn't have even showed up, 
did anybody think to amend Article 1, to keep the selectmen's pay 
level the same? A motion for indefinite postponement was made, 
but IP went down in flames when it was learned that voting for the 
indefinite postponement would mean that none of the elected town 
officials would be paid. Facing the choices of no pay, or increasing 
the selectmen's salary by $1,000 per member, the voters agrecd to 
the pay raise. Nobody offered an amendment? Amazing.

Truth, justice 
and another victim 
of the process

Another media feeding frenzy is roaring in Wilmington. This 

town more closely resembles David Lynch's version of Twin Peaks 

if you believe everything that is written in every newspaper column 
from here to Bangor, Maine. 

Litle more than a week ago a 13-year-old alleged criminal, a 

special needs student, was charged by Wilmington police with rape 

of a child, indecent assault and battery, assault and battery with a 


dangerous weapon and threatening to commit murder of a , 


seven-year-old second grade student in an incident that supposedly 
took place on the same street where both youngsters reside. The 
story was reported on the front page of the Town Crier's 
Wilmington edition. 

Since the charges have been reported, the 13-year-old was bailed 
for $25,000 in Woburn District Court Thursday and ordered to 
retum for a hearing in that same court October 7. 

Francis P. Cullen, the presiding judge of the Woburn District 
Court, has since been the target of anger expressed by the relatives 
and the friends of the seven-year-old-alleged victim who do not feel 
the boy should have been bailed and sent home with his parents 
while undergoing court-ordered psychiatric examination. 
Currently, an evaluation of the youth is being conducted on an 
out-patient basis by the division of Youth Services under the 
supervision of the Court Probation Department. 

There are several problems here that need to be discussed. Judge 
Cullen is not the personification of evil in this case. He is simply 
stuck with a judicial system that is as obsolete as the Slinky and the 
Hula-Hoop. The law gave him no choice but to accept the bail and 
wait for the hearing while the boy is tutored at home. 

The boy in this case should not have been sent home until the 
October 7 hearing however, and here is where theslaw slaps the 
alleged victim in this case right smack in her young face. This 
young lady will grow up in a hurry once she gets a good look at 
what our judicial system has done with her case even in its early 
stages. Instead of remaining neighbors with the alleged victim, the 
boy, who supposedly has been a problem in this neighborhood 
before, should have been held by the DYS and evaluated until the 
October 7 hearing. But, the law doesn't allow that, and the public 
and Judge Cullen are stuck with the law's stupidity. By speaking out 
on this issue and explaining the reason for bail in this matter, Cullen 
has automatically disqualified himself from any further 
proceedings on this case.

So, the press, talk shows and most media hounds run right down 
to the scene of the alleged incident and begin the process of what I 
call "interviewing for a column that espouses a point of view." 
Who can get there first, and who can get there and do it with a 
better angle that might provide readers with more ‘insight’ into the 
alleged incident. 

Nonsense. These columnists and reporters could care less about 
the alleged criminal and the alleged victim. I know because I am 
one of them, and it's times like these that make me stop and think... 
and gag repeatedly. The press says that it will never print the names 
in this case, but let's give everyone enough column-driven clues 
over the past week that you would have to reside in Woonsockett 
not to be capable of piecing together the names and addresses of the 
people involved. 

Has this process served either the alleged criminal or the alleged 
victim thus far? No, in my opinion, it has not, It has served a bunch 
of self-serving journalists, helped begin the trial via the press and 
provided a second grader with press clippings that will make this 
mess just that much harder for her to forget.

Light bills should 
decrease 


Winter rates for the Reading 
Municipal Light Department will be 


in effect from October 1, 1993 to 
May 31, 1994, according to Len 
Rucker, General Ma of the 


RMLD. As a result of this seasonal 
rate change, the average residential 
and commercial customer should 
see a decrease in their monthly 
electric bills of approximately 30 
percent during these months when 
compared to summer bills 

The RMLD has a seasonal rate 
structure because electric usage on 
the RMLD's system is higher during 
the summer than in the winter. In 
addition, scasonal rates help the 
RMLD reduce summer clectric 
usage to keep annual electric costs 
down. 

"Summer rates are 30 percent 
higher than winter rates because 
summer demand is approximatcly 
30 percent higher than winter 
demand," Manager Rucker said 
"The RMLD buys its power in long 
term contracts and must meet its on 
the peak demand requirement set by 
the New England Power Pool 
(NEPOOL). These monthly peak 
demand requirements are based on 
the RMLD's annual peak demand as 
a percentage of NEPOOL's peak 
demand. The RMLD makes every 
effort to keep its annual (summer) 
peak demand low to minimize the 
annual purchased power costs.” 

The October RMLD bills will 
include additional information 
about seasonal rates and their 
function.

Richard Harnden, born in 
England, settled in Reading, Mass., 
sometime about 1667. He took the 
“freeman's oath" on April 19, 1691. 
His wife was Mary, no surname 
given, They were married in 
Reading in 1666. 

Reading, Massachusetts at that 
time was much larger than it is 
today. The northern part extended 
into the present Wilmington, to 
include much of the land northerly 
of Lubbers Brook and, it can be 
argued, nearly all the land that was 
in the Land of Nod - northerly of 
the present Salem Street, in the 
northerly part of Wilmington. 

Reading also included all of what 
is today North Reading. 

Wakefield was, in effect the center 
of Reading. The Wakefield Church 
of today was the Reading Church 
back before 1700 - at the southerly 
end of what is now Lake 
Quannipowit.

Harnden home, of course, faced to 
the south, as did all Colonial homes. 

Richard Harnden, according to the 
former Wilmington town counscl 
Phillip Buzzell, was first settled in 
Virginia. But, Buzzcll states, the 
first authentic record is of his 
settling is in Providence, R.I. in 
1645. Two years later, in 1647, he 
moved to Lynn, which at that time 
was a large community in area. 
Many years later Reading was sct 
off from Lynn. 

On Dec. 2, 1672 he was assigned 
15 acres in Reading. Yet, in 1667, 
one year after his marriage in 
Reading, he had not been included 
with the householders of that town. 
It was to them that the proprictors 
voted all privileges of land and 
timbers, which to the commons 
should belong. The indication is, 
Buzzell -held, that he had only 
designed to settle in Reading, and 
that he still lived, for many years 
afterwards, in Lynn. 

On Sept. 25, 1682, he and his 
wife Mary sold, for fifty pounds 
sterling, 14 acres of land to Thomas

Hannah and the nurse were 
sleeping by the fireside one night 
The Indians who were on guard also 
fell asleep. Hannah and the nurse 
arose silently and attacked the 
Abnakis with hatchets. All were 
killed 

Hannah then scalped the dead 
Indians, five in number. She took 
the scalps home. The Colonial 
legislature paid her a bounty of five 
pounds for cach scalp. 

Hannah Dustin collepte¢ a total of 
25 pounds for her night's work. It 
was an event which has kept the 
memory of Hannah Dustin alive 
through the centuries. 

There is a statue in Haverhill 
reminding the world of that event. 


A well-known landmark 


acquired the reputation of being an 
“underground railroad station.” 
That railroad existed for the 
* purpose of smuggling escaped 
slaves northward into Canada. 

The story of only one such slave 
can be authenticated, but there were 
probably more. Participants in the 
underground railroad did not open- 
ly boast about their work. 

Visitors today are shown a 
Spacious area behind the woodwork 
and about the main fireplace, and 
told that it existed for the purpose of 
hiding the slaves. That area existed 
so that the wood did not become 
overheated from the heat of the 
chimney.

Jenkins Bridge is in the area where 
the various brooks join together to 
become the Ipswich River. Jenkins 
Bridge was so named about 1711, 
but the bridge was constructed 
about 1657, on order of the 
legislature (Great and General 
Court), Andover had constructed a 
road to Boston, the "Andover 
Road." Today most of that road is 
named Woburn Street and Eames 
Street, the oldest road) in 
Wilmington. Andover was first 
settled about 1639. 

A Jenkins family bought land 
from the Harndens, and settled jutst 
north of the river, on the west side 
of the road, about 1711. Another 
early name for the area is the 
Laurens Carter Crossing. Members 
of the family of the Rev. Mr. Carter 
of Woburn had settled near the 
corner of Woburn Street and West 
Street at an early date 

John Harnden, the first to bear that 
name, son of Richard and Mary, 
was born in Reading in 1668, 
according to the records. He had 
marricd a woman named Susanna, 
and had constructed a home over a 
quarter of a mile southwest of the 
home of his parents. The site today 
is near the stone fence, northerly 
from the Woburn Street School 
The home was about 15 or 20 feet to 
the north 

A cellar hole has been in existence 
for nearly 250 years, but it was 
filled in about 1960. There was a 
well, too, to the west, but that has 
also been filled in 

John Harnden was attending a 
church meeting on the night of May 
12, 1707, in the present day 
Wakefield. A war party of Abnaki 
Indians, part of a larger group 
which had been raiding to the west, 
attacked his home, chopping a hole 
through the roof. Susanna and three 
of the children were killed. 

One girl, Abigail, wounded in the 
back, was thrown into a nearby 
pond which is still in existence. She 
was rescucd, and grew to 
womanhood. Other children, who 
had been carried off, were rescued 
by infuriated pursuers. 

The children had hidden behind a 
large rock, near the present Marcia 
Road, and known today as "Indian" 
rock. 

John Harnden married again, 
Sarah Sherman of Lynn Village 
(not Lynnficld). He built a home, 
downhill from the home of his 
parents, and on the easterly side of 
the Andover Road. It was owned 
nearly 250 years later by Herbert C. 
Barrows, and known as the Lopaus 
House. It was burned by the order 

of the Commonwealth, to make 


room for Route 93, then being 
constructed in the 50's. 

The ancient story of the Harnden 
Massacre said that it was to revenge 
the death of a drunken Indian 
Squaw, said to have been lying in the 
roadway of Main Street, in the 
present day Wilmington, near the 
Woburn line. The site was near a 
small pond afterwards known as 
“Squaw Pond." That pond was filled 
in about 1950 when Route 38 was 
constructed. 

The story is that it was a Harnden 
who had killed the squaw, with 
horse hooves or a wagon, as she laid 
in the road. Neither Richard nor 
John would have been near 
Woburn, at night, being residents of 
Reading. 

Was there a Harnden living in 
is now South Wilmington, 
near the ancient volcano? There are 
tales to that effect. They cannot be 
proven 

John, son of John and Susanna, 
was born in the "massacre" home 
April 25, 1703. He married Mary 
Jaquith of Woburn. She was born in 
what is now Wilmington, in the area 
known as Land of Goshen, off 
Aldrich Road. 

They were married Dec, 13, 1727 
They lived in the home constructed 
by the first John, downhill from the 
home of Richard and Mary 

Mary Jaquith Harnden knew the 
story of Capt. Kidd, as did most of 
the Colonials of that day. She 
adapted that story to the locale in 
which she lived. She told it, 
imaginatively, to her children. 

Capt. Kidd, with a black slave, she 
said, had come from Boston by the 
Andover Road with a treasure, in an 
oxcart. It was hidden in a cave,about 
half a mile to the north, and ever 
since known as "Devil's Den." The 
lave had been slain, and left to 
“guard the treasure.” 

It was his duty to move that 
treasure, if any person should come 
near it. That tale has per: d for 
sevefal centuries. This writer can 
recall at least two instances of a 
search by strangers, in recent years, 

In the 1730's, at about the time 
that Wilmington became a town, the 
Harnden families began to increase 
in number. There were six male 
names, and five female,bor to the 
Harnden families in 10 years. 

Wilmington became a town, and 
Deacon John of Reading was one of 
the two deacons of the first church 
in Wilmington. He also was one of 
the first two teachers. It is 
sometimes difficult to trace the 
men, often with the same name. 

Benjamin, who became Lt. 
Benjamin, was born Dec. 29, 1744 
and died in Wilmington on Oct. 18, 
1836. He was the son of John and 
Mary (Jaquith). He married Hannah

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Kidder of Tewksbury Dec. 9, 1766 
and she died in Wilmington Feb, 
22, 1839, aged 91 years. 

It is from Lt. Benjamin and his 
brother Captain John that many 
trace their ancestry. John, born Feb. 
1, 1734 to John and Mary Jaquith 
was the man who was the Licutenant 
of the Wilmington Minutemen on 
Concord Day. He succeeded to the 
command of the company when 
Capt. Cadwallader Ford became the 
secret messenger of the patriots, 
because Paul Revere's role had 
become known to the British. 

The company of Capt. John 
Harnden was one of three which had 
been stationed at Harvard College to 
protect that school after the battle of 
Lexington. Those companies were 
not named to participate in the 


Morton of Roxbury. Helen and 
James moved into a home on High 
Street. Henry married Mary 
Lightner of Roxbury in 1848. That 
couple moved out west, to 
Wisconsin. 

At the beginning of the Civil War 
Henry was in the Second Wisconsin 
Cavalry. At the end of the war he 
was in command, a Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

Confederate President Jefferson 
Davis, escaping from Richmond at 
the end of the Civil War, was 
captured by the Second Wisconsin, 
Lt. Colonel Henry Harnden 
commanding. It was an event which 
was not without drama. 

The Second Wisconsin had been 
detailed in Georgia by General 
Wilson to capture Davis. A

After the war one can read of who believed they were fighting 
Captain John, as he was called, Confederates 
being engaged in discussions with 
Andover officials, about the 
boundary lines between the two 
towns. It was not a simple 
discussion. 

Asa he who wrote 
“Wilmington Farmer" tells of a visit 
from Capt. John while he had a 
broken leg. He also tells of meeting 
a descendant about 1850. The 
descendant was conductor of a horse 
drawn street car in Cambridge 

A descendant of Capt. John, 
named John, died in Wilmington in 
1853, aged 86. There seems to be no 
record of the death of Captain John 

Two men were named Henry 
Harnden. A grandson of Joshua 
Hamden of the Harnden Tavern was 
probably born in the tavern Dec 
26, 1808. This Henry purchased the 
Thompson Farm, near Silver Lake 
in 1830. A century later it was 
known as Pop's Farm. 

The Thompson farmhouse dated 
from 1795, There was a mill on the 
west side of Lubbers brook, near 
the road. The present barn may 
have been constructed by Henry 
Harnden Street received its name 
from him. 

The farm was much larger than 
that of Pop. It included Lubbers 
Brook for half a mile. The present 
Veranda Avenue and the present 
Miller Road were part of a straight 
line which was the northwest 


The Colonel commanding the 
other regiment left, as soon as he 
knew Davis had been captured, and 
went to Washington DC to claim the 
reward, Harnden and the Wisconsin 
regiment continued their 
assigned duties 

It was not until several days later 
that the men of the Second 
Wisconsin heard of the reward, It 
had already been claimed by the 
other regiment 

The facts resulted in a second 
reward of $100,000 in gold, for the 
Second Wisconsin, President Davis

General Henry Harnden was a 
grandson of Lieutenant Benjamin 
Harnden, Phillip Buzzell recorded 
that two brothers and 13 nephews of 
the General had fought in the Civil 
War 

The Wilmington records do not 
make this clear, But there was a 
brother named Everell, a 
shoemaker, who lived in the home 
that is now 40 High Street. His wile 
was Julia Clemons of Andover, 
born in Deerfield. There were 
several children. Annic M 
Harnden, of that family, is recorded 
as marrying Frank M. Foster of 
Tewksbury December 23, 1880. 

General Henry Harnden died in

Millions received too much 

Last year millions of people 
received more money from Social 
Security than they were entitled to 
and received a penalty because of it. 
For many it was because they did 
not understand the law. People who 
received more money than they 
expected to receive or an 
overpayment from the Social 
Security and did not return it were 
penalized, 

Many overpayments occurred 
because elders who work while 
drawing benefits earned more than 
the Social Security annual limits and 
did not report it before the check 
was received. The annual limits in 
1993 are $7,680 for those under 65 
and $10,560 for those 65-69. If you 
feel you will go over those numbers 
you should notify the Social 
Security office before you receive 
your benefit checks. 

It should be remembered that if a 
beneficiary dies and the death is not 
reported on time the check received 
is an over payment and has to be 
returned. If in doubt, it would be 
wise to call the Social Security 
office for advice at 1-800-772-1213 
between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m.

Register your docks before it's too late 


by Bill Conlon 

Last year you were warned, and 
the hammer falls on Monday 

If you haven't licensed your dock 
by now, you've almost run out of 
lime. 

Owners of any dock, wharf, sea- 
wall and waterfront filled-in land 
were warned last July 30 in this 
space 4 the amnesty period runs 
out Mond 

The regulations affecting docks 
and any other waterfront structures 
that might affect public navigation 
have been on the books since the 
1800s. Updated regulations were 
passed in 1990 to put some tecth 
into those regs, with a one- 
grace period given. You've alway 
had to license your dock or seaw 
but now the state means it! 

The pre-1990 regulations had no 
license charge for freshwater docks 
and structures, if the structure was 
built before 1984. Salt-water docks 
always had to pay a license fee. The 
old regs expire Monday, hence the 
tush to license. As of Monday, all 
structures have to pay the licensing 
fee, fresh and salt, . 

Under the old regulations, a dock 
license cost $2 per square foot, and 
was good for 99 years. So, a salt- 
water dock of three by 21 feet, or 
63 square feet, would cost $124 but 
the license would still be good when 
the greatgrandchildren start to fish. 

Freshwater docks built prior to 
1984 received a license at no cost. 

But not after Monday. 

Now, a license for any dock will 
cost $1 per square yard, times the 
term of the license, which is 30 
years, plus a $100 administrative 
fee.

So, take that same dock, which is 
7 square yards in area, times a buck 
a yard, then multiply that by the 30 
year term of the license, for a fee of 
$210. Add the $100 admin fee and 
you're now paying $310 for a small 
dock, even on your friendly local 
pond in Massachusetts. Ouch! 

Once again, if your dock went in 
before 1984, it will only cost you 

“tor the $100 licensing {ce if you act 
by Monday. (Anybody care to bet 
how many docks just got older than 
1984?) 

Register the dock license with the 
Registry of Deeds and you're set. 
(There is no need to hang a license 
on the dock itself.) 

The Monday deadline is the end 


of the "amnesty" period, which lets 
people get proper licenses for their 
docks under the old regulations. If 
you act before Monday, your fresh- 
water dock will cost you only the 
$100 admin fee, and the license will 
be good for 99 years. 

Now, what about the hammer? 

Enforcement of the dock license 
regulations will be handled by the 
state Department of Environnicntal 
Protection, or DEP. 

The DEP is a regular "player" in 
the state's environmental affai $ 
all work done in or near wetlands is 
registered with DEP. However, the 
DEP is chronically understaffed. 


While DEP will be doing a few 


spot checks to look for compliance 
with the dock regulations, they will 
also accept complaints. If they ask 
for your dock license, you'd better 
be able to point them toward the 
registry of deeds, or there might be 
some nasty fines coming down, 

Harbormasters, the local police, 3 
grumpy neighbor -- anyone 
allowed to blow the whistle on an 
unregistered dock. 

For further information, call the 
Waterways Regulation Program at 
the Mass. DEP at (617) 292-5777. 
You could write to the DEP at One 
Winter St., Boston,, 02114, but you 
really don't have enough time. 

Get your dock licensed no later 
than Monday, or you could get face 
some ugly fines on Tuesday!

away from a cold, concrete 
museum as possible. By having 
the collection spread throughout 
his home - on walls, in closets, 
on shelves and in cabinets - and 
knowing the history of each 
piece, he is able to keep a 
“unique perspective” on it. 

“With the true history of a 
specific item, you wind up with 
a piece of a lot of people,” 
Greenstein said. 

He recalled how his friend's 
grandmother specifically named 
him to take over her small col- 
lection of items, instead of sell- 
ing it off or donating it to a 
museum. 

“If it was going to be some- 
where, she wanted it to be 
among this collection,” Lou said. 
“That's what makes collecting 
special. The value in it is the 
history its able to relate.” 

Greenstein also volunteers 
his time to lecturing in local 
schools, hoping to relate some of 
this history to young minds. He 
explains to kids that long ago 
people had no computers, no for- 
mal engineering courses and lit-

tle technology, yet they still 
managed to develop their ideas. 

“If you can get them excited 
about yesterday, that can open 
the doors for tomorrow,” he said 
with conviction. “History is 
alive. It's not a dry subject.” 

Also included in his collection 
is a series of Cream of Wheat 
advertisements from old maga- 
zines. The works are from 
famous artists such as Thomas 
Hart Benton and N.C. Wyeth. 
Featured in all of them was 
Rastas, a black chef. With their 
racial tones, most if not all of 
those ads would never see print 
today. 

“It really was a statement of 
the racial attitudes of this coun- 
try, going from the turn of the 
century to today,” Greenstein 
explained. 

Lou enjoys talking about the 
“Magna Wonder Knife” of the 
1920s. It was a bread slicer that 
people laughed at back then, but 
through his consulting he has 
seen a similar version in the 
development stages today. He 
said it is another example of 
how history repeats itself.

A story was printed and shortly 
thereafter he received an odd 
telephone call. It was from a 
man named Don Thornton, who 
identified himself as an associ- 
ate editor of the Hartford 
Current. 

“He started querying me 
about egg beaters,” Lou began.

The two became good friends 
over the years, and Don even 
persuaded Lou to write a col- 
umn for the Current, which he 
did for three years. They met up 
again at the KOOKS convention 
where Thornton was the keynote 

speaker on egg beaters, as well 
he should be since he wrote a 
book on the subject, explained 
Lou. 


Meeting Thornton and getting 
a newspaper column a decade 
ago was a perfect example of 
networking, which Lou says is 
another advantage to pursuing a 
hobby.

And 
Culkin rises to the occasion, 
turning in a picture perfect per- 
formance. Cigarettes dangling 
from cherubic-looking lips, his 
filthy mouthed pre-teen is com- 
pletely lacking a soul. 

Too bad this vehicle couldn't 
support Culkin's weight as an 
actor. Clocking in at about 90 
minutes, the film is just too 
skimpy to build up the kind of 
tension needed to really get 
under our skin.
